Miller, signifying the members’ ac- 
ceptance of Mr. Matthews as their 
minister, was then conducted by the 
Bishop, attended by the Church war- 
dens, down the chancel to the Font, 
and then back to the Lectern, Reading 
Desk, Pulpit, and Altar, being at each 
station charged by the Bishop that it 
is the duty of the minister frequently 
to admonish the people, that it is the 
duty of the minister to say public 
prayer, that it is the duty of the min- 
ister to'study God’s holy word, that it 
is the duty of the minister to preach 
God's holy word, that it is the duty of 
the minister to diligently and frequent- 
ly to celebrate Holy Communion, and 
then turning to the congregation he 
said it is the duty of the people to 


. afford to their minister all needful 


help and encouragement in his work 
and to give of their substance to his 
support; so that being free from all 
worldly anxieties, he may devote him- 
self to the preaching of God’s Holy 
word and the ministration of the 
sacraments. 

At the close of this solemn and im- 
pressive service, Dr. Pinkham 
preached a heart searching sermon 
from 27th Chap. of St. Luke’s gospel, 
and the 27th verse, “I am among you 
as he that serveth,” showing that 
Christ, during all his ministry was the 
servant of all, and it behoves us, as 
His followers, to take Him as our 
example. Drawing upen his own long 
and rich experience of 50 years’ ser- 
vice in the western provinces, thirty- 
one of them’ as a Bishop, he 
showed how necessary it is that 
not only the minister, but the 
mombers would be willing to serve, 
where they now are, if the Churches 


‘and Christianity would obtain their 
.Tightful place in the world’s affairs 


today. - 

The service was tully choral and 
the services of the day were well at- 
tended by large congregations.

NT IS INCREASING 


Both Allied and Boche Armies Continue 
to Make Great Preparation for Struggle: 


With the British Armies in France, 


Feb. 11.—The tension along the Brit- 
ish German front is tightening. As 
the extraordinary bright, mild weath- 
er has continued to dry out the sodden 
field, the two great armies have be- 
come more alert. The inertia of the 
days when the western theatre was 
held in the grip of snow and impass- 
able mud has disappeared, and the 
contending forces are poised, watch- 
ing each other, like duellists, for the 
first move, which will mean that the 
most sanguinary period of the war has 
begun. 


PREPARE FOR GREAT OFFENSIVE 


The enemy continues to make in- 
tense preparations for what has been 
advertised as the “great offensive.” 
German trodps and guns keep pouring 
into the western front, and there are 
indications that a few Austrian units 
are in Flanders. 

Certain areas back of the German 
front have been cleared for action, 
and daily bodies of troops have been 
practising attacks under the tutleage 
of experts. Prisoners say that leave 
for the soldiers was stopped January 
20. 


OMINOUS QUIET PREVAILS. 

So far as actual fighting is concern- 
ed it is still confined to identification 
raids, air activity and occasional 
bursts of artillery. Along many miles 
of the front, which the correspondent 
visited in the last two days, there is 
an ominous silence. One may sit for 
hours on a vantage point so close to 
the German lines that the enemy can 
be seen working about, yet there are 
few sounds of strife. 


GERMANY PLAYING POSSUM. 


The enemy is playing possum or ig- 
noring the military movements be- 
hind the British lines, and the British 
themselves are sitting tight, saying 
little. The silence is uncanny and 
portentious. Naturally’ the entente 
preparations can not be described, but 
it may be said that everywhere there 
is the spirit of optimism. Every sold- 
jer in the long line knows what is 
coming and smiles with assurance, for 
he knows what his supports are. The 
allies still have a preponderance of 
men and guns along this front, and 
they have an inclination to use this 
to advantage. The Germans will find 
that their opponents have not wasted 
the winter months. 


ENEMIES MUST 


RECOGNISE HIN 
AS THE VICTOR 


THE LORD HAS POINTED WAY 
“TO GERMANS—THEY MUST 
SPREAD THAT GOSPEL. 


Amsterdam, Feb. 11—Germany de- 


sires peace, but -before it can be at-l-. 


tained her enemies must recognize 
that Germany has been victorious, 
Emperor William said in reply to an 
address presented by the burgomaster 
of Hamburg on the conclusion of peace 
with the Ukraine. 

The emperor’s reply, as given in a 
Berlin dispatch, follows: 

“We have gone through hard times. 
Everyone has had a burden to bear— 
anxiety, mourning, grief, tribulation— 
and, not the least, he who stands be- 
fore you. In me is combined the care 
and grief of the entire people in its 
sorrows.” 

“We often entered false paths. The 
Lord pointed out to us by a hard 
school the path by which we should 
go. The world, however, at the same 
time, has not been on the right path. 
We Germans, who have still ideals, 
should ‘work to bring about better 
times. We should fight for right and 
morality. Our Lord God wishes us 
to have peace, but a peace wherein the 
world will strive to do what is right 
and good. 

“We ought to bring peace to the 
world. We shall'seek in every way to 
do it. Such an end was achieved yes- 
terday, success in a friendly manner 
with an enemy which, beaten by our 
armies, perceived no reason for fight- 
ing longer, extends a hand to us and 
receives our hand. We clasp hands. 
But he who will not accept peace, but 
on the contrary declines, pouring out 
his own, and .our people’s blood, must 
be forced to have peace. We desire 
to live in friendship with neighboring 
peoples, but the vietory of German 
arms must first be recognised. Our 
troops under the great Hindenburg 
will continue to win it. Then peace 
will come.” 


MILDER WEATHER 
IMPROVES EAST 
GOAL SITUATION 


REGULATIONS FOR CONSERVA- 
TION ARE PUT INTO FORCE. 


Montreal, February 11.—With the 


weather milder than it has been for 
weeks, the coal conservation regula- 
tions were put into force Friday under 
the best of conditions. All the big 
buildings in the city, offices, dry- 
goods stores, markets and factories, 
were put on what is known as Sunday 
coal rations yesterday evening. Every 
hotel respected the request of the 
secretary of the Licensed Victuallers’ 
Association that no bars’ be open. 
Public institutions sucn as the librar- 
fes will not open till Tuesday. The 
Y.M.C.A. shut down its baths yester- 
day, while the stock exchange will not 
be opened today or Monday.

It is estimated that Canada’s wheat 
crop last year including the yield in 
the west and Ontario wheat,was about 
215,000,000 bushels. A careful  sur- 
vey has shown that, on Dec. 1st, in ad- 
dition to seed requiremenis, the 
amounts of Canadian wheat on this 
side of the Atlantic was about 112,000- 
000 bushels, of which 8,500,000 bushels 
were in the United States en route 
to the Allies. This estimate included 
a considerable amount of wheat still 
in the farmers’ hands.

GEO; HOADLEY; M.PP, 
WILL LEAD OPPOSITION 


APPOINTMENT WAS A 
UNANIMOUS ONE. 


Edmonton, Feb. 8—Geo. Hoadley, 
member for Okotoks, was this morn- 
ing elected leader of the opposition 
for the present session only at a cau- 
cus of Conservative members, which 
was in session until 1 o’clock. 

The reversal of an understanding 
arrived at at a previous caucus that 
no house leader should be elected this 
session came as the result of more 
mature deliberation. Jt was the sense 
of the caucus this morning. which was 
attended by all the opposition mem- 
bers, that a certain element in the 
present government of a reactionary 
nature does not represent the views of 
the people of the province, and this 
justifies an opposition which will en- 
deavor to represent the sentiments of 
the element of the people which de- 
sires to see anefficient business admin- 
istration carried on without regard 
for old party lines. 

“According to a statement given out 
by the members who participated in 
the caucus, it was recognized that 
under a party system of government, 
there is a necessity for some organiza- 
tion in the house. Accordingly, the 
election of a house leader was decided 
upon, but for this session only. 

The caucus’ statement was to the 
effect that the members wanted it dis- 
tinctly understood that the selection of 
a leader for this session only was not 
an undertaking to select a permanent 
leader of the opposition for the people 
of the province who are united in de- 
manding business administration of 
public affars. The selection of such a 
leader, said the statement, should be 
and will be done at a convention of 
electors which will be called later. 

Prior to the deliberations of the 
caucus the names of James Ramsey 
and A. F. Ewing were suggested as 
possible leaders, but both of these 
members withdrew their names in 
favor of Mr. Hoadley. 

At the previous session of the legis- 
lature Mr. Hoadley served as party 
whip. The caucus today, in electing 
Mr. Hoadley as leader for the 1918 
session selected Howard Crawford, 
member for South Edmonton, to act 
as party whip for this session.

MEETS AND ADd 


Speech from the Throne Outlines Policy 


“The first session of the fourth par- 
liament of the Province of Alberta 
opened on Wednesday afternoon last, 
with a new premier, a new leader of 
the opposition, and a great many new 
faces in attendance. Charles Welling- 
ton ‘Fisher, of Banff, was re-elected 
speaker for the fourth time. 

The speech from the throne was 
much as usual, and did not outline a 
very progressive policy this session. 

Reference was made to the recent 
visit of the Duke of Devonshire. 

Providence was thanked for the 
bountiful harvest of 1917, and some 
reference was made to the production 
campaign for 1918. 

Mention was made of the death of 
the late member for Didsbury, Lieut. 
Joseph A. Stauffer, ane to the soldiers 
overseas. 

Referénce was made to certain legis- 
lation that will likely be introduced 
during the session, including public 
service reform, the provincial grant 
to the Patriotic fund, the concentra- 
tion of the provincial health organiza- 
tions of the province, a, workmen’s 
compensation measure. 

Perhaps the-most important declar- 
ation-made by: the: speech from. the 
throne is the declaration that the duty 
of caring for the returnéd soldiers de- 
volves upon the Dominion‘government, 
but real co-operation by the province 
in connection with the return of these 
men to civilian life will be assured, 
the government maintains, by conserv- 


“ing -capital until the end of the war. 


For that reason there will be no pub- 
lic works expenditure of any extent 
during the year. 

George Hoadley, member for Oko- 
toks, was unanimously elected leader 
of the opposition in place of E. Mich- 
ener, resigned. 

The first session of the fourth pro- 
vincial legis}ature._ came to an_ abrupt 
end at 4.30 Friday afternoon, ‘when 
at the request of Premier Charles 
Stewart, an adjournment was taken 
until Thursday, February 26th, next. 

The eighteen days’ adjournment was 
agreed upon to permit Premier Stew- 
art to attend the conference of Cana- 
dian premiers at Ottawa with Sir 
Robert L. Borden. 

No objection to the adjournment 
was voted by the opposition, the only 
point being raised by George Hoadley, 
of Okotoks, the new opposition leader, 
who suggested that the Premier, while 
attending the Ottawa _ conference, 
should take up there the subject of 
the province obtaining its natural re- 
sources. 

ARRANGED BY WIRE. 

Premier Stewart replied that he had 
already, by telegraph,arranged to make 
that subject a part of the discussion 
at the conference. The remark was 
greeted with applause from both sides 
of the house. : 

Following the adjournment, there 
was an immediate scurry of legislators 
to obtain berths on outgoing trains, 
most of them deciding to leave at 
once. While there was some grumb- 
ling on the part of country members, 
who fear that the adjournment and re- 
assembling carrying the session into 
March will interfere with early seed- 
ing, none of it was voiced on the floor 
of the house. 

This was largely due to the detailed 
explanation given by Premier Stewart 
who told of his effort, backed by Prem- 
fer Brewster, of British Columbia, to 
obtain a further postponement of the 
Ottawa conference beyond the 15th. 
He read the telegram from Sr Robert 
Borden, outlining the purposes of the 
conference, co-operation to obtain in- 
creased production, labor questions, 
demobilization and other questions 
affecting returned men, and said that 
Mr. Borden had telegraphed that it 
was impossible to postpone the con- 
ference longer. Premier Stewart said 
that the final message from Sir Robert 
was that even if an adjournment of 
the provincial legislature was necess- 
ary, the Ottawa conference was impor- 
tant enough to justify stich an ad- 
journment. ; 

OPPOSITION AGREED. 


“We have decided, therefore,” said 
Mr. Stewart, “to adjourn the house, 
and have informed the opposition, who 
have given it favorable consideration.” 

At this point Mr. Hoadley arose: 

“I desire to express the sympathy of 
this side of the house with the objects 
of discussion at Ottawa,” he said. 
There is one subject in that connec- 
tion, the matter of our natural re- 
sources. I may be stretching the rules 
of the house in this suggestion, but 
the question of our natural resources 
is one in which we are all interested. 
My suggestion is that we have an in- 
formal discussion on the subject of 
the natural resources. It may add 
some knowledge to the Premier in 
bringing the subject up at Ottawa.” 

Mr. Stewart replied that he had 
already brought the subject into the 
list of those for discussion before the 
conference. This was in accordance

with the Ottawa government's state- 
ment that subjects other than those 
already given in their list might be 
proposed for discussion’ by the various 
provinces before February 9th. 
HOUSE ADJOURNS. 

The Premier then said that the date 
of re-assembling had been fixed for 
Thursday, February 26, and the house 
at once adjourned to that date. 

The only business transacted at the 
brief session yesterday was the mov- 
ing and seconding of the address from 
the throne by William A. Rae, of 
Peace River, and D. Morkeberg, oi 
Innisfail, respectively, and the intro- 
duction of the first bill of the session. 
a measure to incorporate the Next-of. 
Kin Association by Miss Roberta C 
MacAdams, one of the soldier's repre- 
sentatives. The introduction of the 
measure by Miss MacAdams' wag 
greeted with applause by all the mem- 
bers. 

In his speech moving the address 
from the throne, Mr. Rae paid partic- 
ular attention to the needs of the 
Peace River district for further rail- 
way facilities, briefly defending the 
railway policy of the last government 
and legislature. He painted a strong 
picture of the difficulties which the 
settlers of that district are meeting 
with in their efforts to develop it, com- 
pared them to the early Selkirk and 
United Empire loyalist settlers in 
the obstacles they were overcoming, 
urged the opposition to forget the past 
disputes on railway legislation, and 
declared that the Peace River would 
not be satisfied with only one line. 

Mr. Rae was applauded, and D. 
Morkeberg then seconded the address. 
Among other things, Mr. Morkeberg 
paid a tribute to the British. flag as the 
emblem of freedom for all races, 
dwelt on the duty of each citizen to 
support the men at the_ front and to 
aid the crippled veterans who have 
returned; emphasized his belief that 
the collection of the Patriotic fund 
was a Dominion duty, and proceeded 
to speak at length on the farming and 
dairying features of Alberta. 

He gave many statistics on the in- 
crease of dairying, especially butter 
production,‘ in Alberta. and gave a 
large share of the credit for this in- 
crease to the assiduous work of dairy 
commissioner Marker. In concluding 
with a vote of thanks to the govern- 
ment for the ideas outlined in the 
address from the throne, the speaker 
was loudly applauded. 

At the conclusion, Mr. Hoadley per- 
formed his first official act as new 
leader by moving the adjournment of 
the debate. 

Mr. Michener was present and took 
the oath of office, but did not take his 
seat, as that would lead some to make 
the statement that he was trying to 
get.the sessional allowance. 


GERMAN WiILITARISTS 
ALONE STAND BEFORE 
WORLD PEACE 


Washington, Feb. 11.—President 
Wilson, addressing Congress in joint 
session at 12.30 o'clock today, replied 
to the recent speeches by German 


Chancellor von Hertling and the 
Austrian Foreign Minister Count 
Czernin. : 

Chancellor von  Hertling’s state- 


ment, the president said, was very 
vague and confusing, and leads to 
practically nothing. It was very diff- 
erent in tone from Count Czernin’s, 
which the president said, had a very 
friendly tone. 

The president reiterated that the 
United States had no desire to inter- 
fere in European affairs “and would 
disdain to take advantage of any inter- 
nal weakness or disorder to impose 
1er will upon other peoples.” 

All the way through, the president 
drew a parallel between the pro- 
nouncements of Chancellor von Hert- 
ling and Count Czernin, and his hear- 
ers drew the couclusion that the pres- 
ident decidedly considered Czernin’s 
utterances as being more favorable 
than von Hertling’s. 

“Czernin seems to see the funda- 
mental elements of peace with clear 
eyes, and does not seek to obscure 
them,” said the president. ‘{Count 
Czernin probably would have gone 
much farther had it not been for th. 
embarrassment of Austria’s alliances, 
and of her dependence of Germany.” 

Again, the president reiterated that 
the United States was in the war, and 
would put forth its whole strength “in 
this war of emancipation.” 

The test of whether it is possible 
for the belligerents to go on comparing 
views, the president aaid, was simple 
and obvious, and the principles to be 
applied, he said, were as follows: 

1—Each part of the final settlement

The board will consist of three mem- 
yers, H. B. Thompson, who succeeded 
Hon. W. J. Hanna; Hon. C. A. Dun- 
ning, provincial treasurer: of Sask- 
atchewan, and J. D. McGregor, of Man- 
itoba. Mr. Thompson is to be chatir- 
man of the board. 

Mr. Danning, who, if will be recalled, 
recently came to Ottawa to organize 
the greater production campaign, will 
levote himself to the problem of pro- 
luction. He will work in close co- 
yperation with the provincial govern- 
ents, and will co-ordinate federal and 
Jrovincial organizations to be employ- 
2d in the greater production move- 
nent. Mr. McGregor will address him- 
zelf to the important task of provid- 
.ng the agricultural labor necessary 
‘o make the greater production cam- 
yaign a success. 

The Canada food board will thus 
oring under a single executive the 
vork of dealing with the food problem 
‘n all its bearings. It will, it, is“be- , 
ieved, effect a co-ordination of effort . 
ind a concentration of energy from 
vhich far reaching results are artici- 
pated. . 

A question that will’ receive im- 
nediate attention is that of mobiliza- 
jon of farm labor in Canada.’ Steps 
ave already been taken by the food 
controller to reach labor in towns, and 
cities and make it available for the 
farm. Arrangements have been made 
for the mobilization of 25,000 boys. 
This force will be carefully selected, 
iaving regard to the suitability of the 
boys for farm work. If,- after this 
army of useful workers has been.-ob- 
tained more are found to be available, 
imother appeal may be made for volun: 
teers for similar service.

4—Well-defined national aspirations 
must be accorded all possible satis- 
faction. 

“A general peace upon such found- 
ations can be discussed,” said the 
president. “Until such a peace can 
ve secured we have no choice but to 
go on.” 

These general principles, the presi- 
dent said, have been accepted by ev- 
eryone except the military autocrats in 
Germany. 

The president was interrupted by 
applause at every reference to the 
United States standing steadfastly 
against a patched-up peace. Probably 
the greatest applause broke out when 
the president declared that the only 
element now preventing a_ world 
peace were the militarists of Germany. - 
When he concluded ,after speaking 
twenty minutes, the entire audience 
rose and cheered. 

Following the custom inaugurated 
with other addresses of the kind, 
President Wilson’s words were today 
telegraphed by the government to all 
the principal capitals of the world. 
In this way it is hoped to get his 
answer to Hertling and Czernin to 
the ears of the people of Germany, 
Austria, and Russia, 
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Mr. A. W.G. Allen has been invalid- 
ed from France to England, and will

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was 
at the commencement of the present 
war, and has since continued to be, a 
British subject or a subject of an 
allied or neutral country, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must ap- 
pear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or sub-Agency for District. 
Entry by proxy may be made on cer- 
tain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land 
in each of three years. 
In certain districts a homesteader 


may secure an adjoining quarter sec- 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Reside six months in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon ag homestead patent on 
certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining his home- 
stead patent, if;he cannot secure a@ 
pre-emption, may take a _ purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 
acres, and erect a house worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm laborers in 
Canada during 1917, as residence du- 
ties under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advert- 
ised or posted for entry, returned 
soldiers who have served overseas 
and have been honorably discharged 
receive one day priority in applying 
for entry at local Agent’s Office (but 
not sub-Agency). Discharge papers 
Taust be presented to Agent.

To ths at es of The News, 

Dear Sir—As I believe you are 
aware, I am again making tests this 
year of seed grain, though on a more 
extensive scale ‘than last year. - 

I commenced the tests about two 
weeks ago, and regret to state that so 
far the situation with regard to seed 
grain, as revealed by these tests, is 
far from re-assuring. Of course until 
a larger number of tests have been 
made it is impossible to speak at all 
definitely as to the ‘general situation. 
I shall mention, however, the first 
three tests of onts. These, I may say, 
are all made against samples of high 


germination obtained from the Seed 
Branch, Calgary. The tests would 
read as follows:

CANADIAN RAILWAY 
TROOPS SERVED IN 
THE, FRONT LINES 


WHEN RETURNING TO BILLETS 
TRAIN WAS CUT OFF BY AD- 
VANCE PARTIES OF ENEMY 
TROOPS; SEVERE FIGHT 
FOLLOWED. 


—-— 


Ottawa, Feb. 6.—The Canadian rail- 
way troops actually served in-the front 
line for a period of 36 hours when the 
train on which they were returning 
to camp was cut off by the advanced 
parties of the enemy, is revealed by 
a@ report issued from the military de- 
partment here. The report states that 
“two companies of Canadian railway 
troops had a novel and exciting ex- 
perience when the train on which they 
were returning to camp was cut off 
in the vicinity of Gouzeaucourt, by ad- 
vanced parties of the enemy armed 
with machine guns. The driver and 
fireman were killed, and as the track 
was broken by shell fire, the train had 
to be stopped and abandoned. Several 
of the men became casualties through 
enemy machine gun fire. The bat- 
tallion in question offered its serviceg 
to the army commander for pigneer 
work, and the offer was accepted. 
Eight platoons under the commanding 
officer in person actually served in 
the front line area for 36 hours.” 


ON NORTHERN SECTOR. 


The report states that during last 
December several units of Canadian 
railway troops were employed in the 
northern sector of the Gritish front. 
A great deal of work undertaken 
was in a country very: badly broken 
up with shell holes which were full 
of water. Units were also engaged in 
the Cambrai offensive. During these 
operations they were subjected to un- 
usually heavy shelling, and several 
encampments had to be abandoned. 
The work done on these railways elici- 
ted the warm approval of the army 
commander. 

In the Ypres sector two battalions 
were engaged in broad gauge work 
and a new trestle bridge was com- 
pleted. Some broad gauge work was 
also done in the Cambrai region, and 
it was necessary during these opera- 
tions to fill in one shell crater twenty 
feet deep by fifty feet in diameter. 
Heavy shelling in the Ypres area made 
some of the railway work very diffi- 
cult.

WESTERN RYE GRASS 


One of the crops that is attracting 
attention on the Illustration Stations 
jn Alberta and Saskatchewan is west- 
ern rye grass. On twenty-nine stat- 


fons this grass has been grown for 
the last two seasons with a_ fair 
amount of success. 
_ The season of 1916 was a favourable 
one, there being sufficient moisture to 
ensure a strong growth during the 
growing season, and crops harvested 
throughout both provinces were par- 
ticularly heayy. Reports gave yields 
of from 2% to 3.tons per acre of well- 
cured fodder. The season of 1917 was 
not so favourable, on account of lack 
of moisture during the growing seas- 
on, 80 that much lower yields were ob- 
tained. 

When to harvest for fodder.—The 
grass should be cut just before it 
blooms or even earlier, as it is most 
palatable, and has its greatest feeding 
value before flowering. After flower- 
ing, the ripening piocess begins, the 
leaves and stems become tough, hard 
and woody, considerably lessening its 
value as a fodder. 

Seed growing.—This grass produces 
big crop of seed. On the _ illustra- 
tion Stations yields of 500 to 760 
pounds per acre have been obtained. 
When harvesting, care must be taken 
not to cut on the greenside, nor allow 
it to get over ripe, or the seed is liable 
to drop when harvesting. It usually 
takes three or four weeks of good 
ripening weather after flowering, to 
ripen the seed. 

Cutting.—The best machine for cut- 
ting rye grass for seed is the ordinary 
grain binder. Tie the sheaves and 
stook them until dry enough to thresh 
from the stook, or to be stacked and 
threshed later on. 

Threshing.—The threshing is usual- 
ly done with the regular grain separ- 
ator. If care is used in regulating the 
sieves and wind, ale seed can be made 
clean. 

How and when to sow.—The seed. 
should be sown at the’ rate of 14 
pounds per acre. If in a dry belt, 
where the humidity is low, a smaller 
quantity of seed will give better re- 
sults. The seed, which is light, weigh- 
ing only 14 pounds per bushel, may be 
sown by hand or with the ordinary 
grain drill. The seed can be sown 
with the grain drill alone, or may be 
sown mixed with twice the quantity of 
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broken' wheat. It will be found: best 
to have an extra man to’ attend the 
drill to see that the seed is coming 
out evenly. Before going to the field, 
it is a good plan to regulate the seed 
drill, so as to get the quantity of seed 
desired on each acre. A- good place 
to test the seed drill is on a hard road 
where every seed can be seen. It is 
advisable to sow quite shallow, but 
deep enough to get the seed into the 
moist earth. Should the soil be loose 
from cultivation and the seed drill, 
it is advisable to pack the soil.before 
and after the seed is sown. During 
the first season, it is well to cut all 
growth up to about August, and as- 
often as the growth gets high 
enough for the mower to work proper- 
ly, not cutting the plants too close 
to the ground at any time, and leav- 
ing all material on the ground to form 
a mulch. This, with the autumn 
growth, should be a good protection 
for winter. 

Place in Rotation—Western rye 
grass does best when sown on a well- 
prepared summer fallow, but this 
method is found to be rather expen- 
sive owing to the loss of two season’s 
crops. 

A second plan, and one often adopt- 
ed, is to plough a clean stubble field 
early in the spring, keep the cultiva- 
tor going at intervals until June 1st, 
then sow the seed and pack the land 
if required. Weeds and some volun- 
teer grain will come up with the grags 
but they cau be cut down with the 
mower before they seed, without in- 
juring the growth of the young grass. 

The grass may also be sown with a 
grain crop, just before or after the 
grain is sown, when one_ harrowing 
will cover both lots of seed. Care 
must be taken not to bury the grass 
seeds too deep; it should not be sown 
on rough unprepared ground. One of 
the objections to sowing this grass 
with a crop of grain is that, should 
a drought follow, the grain having the 
stronger growth absorbs all the moist- 
ure, leaving the tiny grass plants to 
perish, and should the season be a 
wet one or the soil strong, the grain 
will lodge and smother out the grass 
plants.

1013469 Pte. Sam Quinton 
41st Coy., C.F.C., 
C.E.F., France, 


January 4th, 1918. 

Dear mother.—I received your let- 
ter last night and was very glad to 
hear from home again. It was the 
‘first Canadian mail that we have had 
for three weeks. I also got your par- 
cel with the tobacco and cigarettes. 
Thanks very much for them. It is 
good to get smokes from home, as the 
dope they have over here is strong 
enough to walk alone. I got a bunch 
of newspapers too. They make good 
reading. I don’t savvy French yet, 
so I can’t read their papers. 

The weather must have been fine 
out there this fall. It was quite 
different over here. It rained all fall 
and now it is snowing and turning 
cold. There is about 6 inches of 
snow here now, but it is not frosty 
like it is back home.

CANADIAN RAI RAILWAY 
TROOPS SERVED IN - 
THE FRONT LINES 


WHEN RETURNING TO BILLETS 
TRAIN WAS CUT OFF BY AD- 
VANCE PARTIES OF ENEMY 
TROOPS; SEVERE FIGHT 
FOLLOWED. 


Ottawa, Feb. 6.—The Canadian rail- 
way troops actually served in the front 
line for a period of 36 hours when the 
train on which they were returning 
to camp was cut off by the advanced 
parties of the enemy, is revealed by 
a@ report issued from the military de- 
partment here. The report states that 
“two companies of Canadian railway 
troops had a novel and exciting ex- 
perience when the train on which they 
were returning to camp was cut off 
in the vicinity of Gouzeaucourt, by ad- 
vanced parties of the enemy armed 
with machine guns. The driver and 
fireman were killed, and as the track 
was broken by shell fire, the train had 
to be stopped and abandoned. Several 
of the men became casualties through 
enemy machine gun fire. The bat- 
tallion in question offered its serviceg 
to the army commander for pigneer 
work, and the offer was accepted. 
Eight platoons under the commanding 
Officer in person actually served in 
the front line area for 36 hours.” 


ON NORTHERN SECTOR. 


The report states that during last 
December several units of Canadian 
railway troops were employed in the 
northern sector of the Gritish front. 
A great deal of work undertaken 
was in a country very: badly broken 
up with shell holes which were full 
of water. Units were also engaged in 
the Cambrai offensive. - During these 
operations they were subjected to un- 
usually heavy shelling, and several 
encampments had _ to be abandoned. 
The work done on these railways elici- 
ted the warm approval of the army 
commander. 

In the Ypres sector two battalions 
were engaged in broad gauge work 
and a new trestle bridge was com- 
pleted. Some broad gauge work was 
also done in the Cambrai region, and 
it was necessary during these opera- 
tions to fill in one shell crater twenty 
feet deep by fifty feet in diameter. 
Heavy shelling in the Ypres area made 
some of the railway work very diffi- 
cult.

WESTERN RYE GRASS 


One of the crops that is attracting 
attention on the Illustration Stations 
jn Alberta and Saskatchewan is west- 
ern rye grass. On twenty-nine stat- 


fons this grass has been grown for 
the last two seasons with a fair 
amount of success. 

_ The season of 1916 was a favourable 
one, there being sufficient moisture to 
ensure a strong growth during the 
growing season, and crops harvested 
throughout both provine:3 were par- 
ticularly heavy. Reports gave yields 
of from 2% to 3 tons per acre of well- 
cured fodder. The season of 1917 was 
not so favourable, on account of lack 
of moisture during the growing secas- 
on, so that much lower yields were ob- 
tained. 

When to harvest for fodder.—The 
grass should be cut just before it 
blooms or even earlier, as it is most 
palatable, and has its greatest feeding 
value before flowering. After flower- 
ing, the ripening process begins, the 
leaves and stems become tough, hard 
and woody, considerably lessening its 
value as a fodder. 

Seed growing.—This grass produces 
big crop of seed. On the _ illustra- 
tion Stations yields of 500 to 760 
pounds per acre have been obtained. 
When harvesting, care must be taken 
not to cut on the greenside, nor allow 
it to get over ripe, or the seed is liable 
to drop when harvesting. It usually 
takes three or four weeks of good 
ripening weather after flowering, to 
ripen the seed. 

Cutting.—The best machine for cut- 
ting rye grass for seed is the ordinary 
grain binder. Tie the sheaves and 
stook them until dry enough to thresh 
from the stook, or to be stacked and 
threshed later on. 

Threshing.—The threshing is usual- 
ly done with the regular grain separ- 
ator. If care is used in regulating the 
sieves and wind, ane seed can be made 
clean. 

How and when to sow.—The seed. 
should be sown at the’rate of 14 
pounds per acre. If in a dry belt, 
where the humidity is low, a smaller 
quantity of seed will give better re- 
sults. The seed, which is light, weigh- 
ing only 14 pounds per bushel, may be 
sown by hand or with the ordinary 
grain drill. The seed can be sown 
with the grain drill alone, or may be 
sown mixed with twice the quantity of 
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broken‘ wheat. It will-be found: best 
to have an extra man to attend the 
drill to see that the seed is coming 
out evenly. Before going to the field, 
it is a good plan to regulate the seed 
drill, so as to get the quantity of seed 
desired on each acre. A- good place 
to test the seed drill is on a hard road 
where every seed can be seen. It is 
advisable to sow quite shallow, but 
deep enough to get the seed into the 
moist earth. Should the soil be loose 
from cultivation and the seed drill, 
it is advisable to pack the soil.before 
and after the seed is sown. During 
the first season, it is well to cut all 
growth up to about August, and as- 
often as the growth gets high 
enough for the mower to work proper- 
ly, not cutting the plants too close 
to the ground at any time, and leav- 
ing all material on the ground to form 
a mulch. This, with the autumn 
growth, should be a good protection 
for winter. 

Place in Rotation—Western rye 
grass does best when sown on a well- 
prepared summer fallow, but this 
method is found to be rather expen- 
sive owing to the loss of twp season’s 
crops. 

A second plan, and one often adopt- 
ed, is to plough a clean stubble field 
early in the spring, keep the cultiva- 
tor going at intervals until June 1st, 
then sow the seed and pack the land 
if required. Weeds and some volun- 
teer grain will come up with the grags 
but they cau be cut down with the 
mower before they seed, without in- 
juring the growth of the young grass. 

The grass may also be sown with a 
grain crop, just before or after the 
grain is sown, when one harrowing 
will cover both lots of seed. Care 
must be taken not to bury the grass 
seeds too deep; it should not be sown 
on rough unprepared ground. One of 
the objections to sowing this grass 
with a crop of grain is that, should 
a drought follow, the grain having the 
stronger growth absorbs all the moist- 
ure, leaving the tiny grass plants to 
perish, and should the season be a 
wet one or the soll strong, the grain 
will lodge and smother out the grass 
plants.

LETTERS FROM THE 
FRONT 


1013469 ‘Pte. Sam Quinton 
41st Coy., C.F.C., 
C.E.F., France, 
January 4th, 1918. 
Dear mother.—I received your let- 
ter last night and was very glad to 
hear from home again. It was the 


‘first Canadian mail that we have had 


for three weeks. I also got your par- 
cel with the tobacco and cigarettes. 
Thanks very much for them. It is 
good to get smokes from home, as the 
dope they have over here is strong 
enough to walk alone. I got a bunch 
of newspapers too. They make good 
reading. I don’t savvy French yet, 
so I can’t read their papers. 

The weather must have been fine 
out there this fall. It was quite 
different over here. It rained all fall 
and now it is snowing and turning 
cold. There is about 6 inches of 
snow here now, but it is not frosty 
like it is back home. It is damp, and 
a fellow seems to feel it worse than 
our climate. 

The country agrees with me _ fine. 
I am getting so fat that they have to 
get me a larger suit about every three 
months. If they made their clothes 
over here like their boots, a person 
would have no trouble getting into 
them. They wear big wooden fellows 
and you can hear them coming long 
before you can see them. 

I think when a Frenchman needs a 
pair he just-cuts down a couple of 
trees, cuts a hole in them, sticks his 
feet in and walks off. You would 
think by their tracks that they don't 
even cut the branches off. I am go- 
ing to fetch a pair back with me. They 
will be fine for working on the land, 
as I can harrow and pack at the same 
time. 

I am still rumning the engine night 
time. I have been on night shift 
now for three months. I like it al- 
right, but I would rather that it was 
our own old steamer that I was hand- 
ling. It must seem strange to Chris. 
to be through threshing so early this 
fall. We used .to spend our’ winter 
holidays threshing other ‘seasons. 

I got a letter from Percy last night, 
also one from Ivan. .I was giad to 
hear from them. Ivan is in a machiae 
gun section. He sent me a picture of 
the bunch. .

Well mother I did not get the let- 
ter finished, but will try to do so now. 
The weather has changed again. It 
has ben raining all day and the snow 
is gone and water running everywhere.

The News joins with Edward Mich- 
ener’s many friends in congratulating 
him on his appointment to the Senate. 
Never of a robust constitution, he has 
had a hard up hill fight against great 
odds to hold his own.

Public opinion and 
public disapprobation or hoarding 
may do much to discourage the prac- 
tice, but nothing can really be effect- 
ive unless the moral sense of buyers of 
foods tells them plainly when they are 
laying in a legitimate store or grab- 
bing at an opportunity of plenty for 
the chief reason that they have enough 
money to get ti. It is no wonder 
that under the stress of war tension 
the British people found for the man 
who attempted hoarding the expres- 
sive title of “food hog.” 

There has been.some “hoarding” in 
Canada of sugar, flour, and perhaps 
other commodities. The practice for- 
tunately is of small proportions, and 
the effect of measures now under con- 
sideration may result in the expos- 
ure of the Canadian “food hogs.” 
Hoarding is unnecessary and unpat- 
riotic. The better elements in the 
community will refrain from it so far 
as their own households are  con- 
cerned, and will use their influence 
against it elsewhere. 

Often people will buy large quanti- 
ties of these foods without thinking 
of the way in which they may be de- 
priving others. Every patriotic Can- 
adian will do well to resolve that he 
will “play the game” fairly with his 
neighbor, and with the poorer classes, 
by purchasing food only in normal 
quantities while the present emergen- 
cy lasts and by discouraging hoarding 
wherever he finds evidence of it.

FOLLOW THE FOLLOWING 
METHODS, 


The bane of the swine grower is 
che hairless pig, says Mr. W. F. Stev- 
ens, Live Stock Commissioner. Little 
is as yet definitely known regarding 
this unfortunate youngster. Much, 
however, has been said, and much 
conjectured. His presence has been 
found, under -diverse conditions, and 
upon analyzing those conditions the 
conclusion was arrived at that it 
might have been due to: 

1. Turning the boar loose with a 
number of sows. 

2. Too little sunlight. 

3. Too little fresh air. 

4. Not enough exercise. 

5. Insufficient mineral 
the food. 

6. Too little protein. 

7. Feeding too much barley. 

8. Feeding frozen wheat. 

9. And recently the theory has been 
idvanced that it may be due to a defi- 
vlency of iodine in the thyroid gland, 
that is, the gland in which goitre is 
located. 

In the management of the brood 
sows now being supplied by the Al- 
berta government, attention is paid 
to all of these points. 

Each boar is confined in a box stall 
eight feet square. No boar serves 
more than one sow each day, and that 
only once. 

Sunlight, fresh air, exercise and pro- 
tein are supplied by feeding largely 
on whole oats thrown broadcast on 
the ground in such a way that the 
feed can be picked up omy a grain at 
a time, and the animals must work 
practically all day to satisfy their 
hunger. After a fall of snow, 
a snow plough is used to clean off a 
new feeding place. In extremely 
cold weather they are fed in the same 
manner under cover. , 

Mineral matter is supplied by feed- 
ing coal slack in which there has been 
mixed salt and sulphur at the rate of 
one ton slack, ten pounds of coarse 
salt and one pound of sulphur. Bar- 
ley and frozen wheat are banned. 
Iodine is supplied in-—the drinking 
water at the rate of five drops to each 
sow three times a week. 

As the heaviest losses are usually 
sustained among the early farrowed 
litters, no sows have been bred to 
farrow before April 20th. 

With all of these precautions good 
results should be obtained from the 
animals thus supplied.

|DRUGGISTS OF ALBERTA 


ASK LAW GHANGES 


The Pharmaceutical Association of 
Alberta met at the Macdonald, Ed- 
monton, on Friday, and a number of 
matters of importance to drug busi- 
ness were discussed. In -the.. after- 
noon a delegation met with members 
of the government, including A. T. 
Browning, the deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral, to discuss amendments to the 
factory act and the liquor act. The 
druggists desire that it be provided 


that liquor be purchased from the 


vendors alone, and that the druggists 
be relieved of the necessity of mak- 
ing out lengthy and cumbersome 
monthly statements as at present. 

The meeting gave considerable at- 
tention to the working of the liquor 
act as it affects the drug trade, and 
the anticipated effects of the new Do- 
minion government regulations. Am- 
endments to the Alberta act will be 
asked, making all supplies of alcohol 
obtainable only from the government 
vendors. All purchases of spirits for 
prescription, and manufacturing pur- 
poses will then be made at a pre- 
scribed and uniform price, and from 
one source only. The druggists ex- 
pressed a willingness. to conform to 
this arrangement if it becomes law. 

The druggists also ask the right to 
keep their stores open for the service 
of the public, suggesting that provis- 
ion be made for working days of nine 
hours each, with four hours on Sun- 
days, and twelve hours on Saturdays. 
Two shifts would be operated under 
the scheme, and the spirit of the act 
thus observed, although the schedule 
of hours will be different from those 
in other lines of business.

——-ONALARGE SCALE 


ELIMINATION OF DUTY INTENDED 
TO ENCOURAGE INCREASED 
PRODUCTION. 


Ottawa, Feb. 9.—The action of the 
government in taking the duty off 
cattle and tractor engines may meet 
with some opposition from ultra high 
protection interests, but generally 
the government is being commended. 
Western organizatjons, particularly, 
have been pressing for action along 
these lines in order to encourage pro- 
duction. The order has been prepared 
and will be signed at once. Tractor 
engines costing less than $1,400 will 
enter free, which will cover most en- 
gines used by farmers.

The duty on cattle is 32144 per cent, 
and on tractors 2414 per cent. 


ORDER IS SANCTIONED. 


Ottawa, Feb. 9.—The_ orders-in- 
council placing cattle and farm tract- 
ors on the free list were sanctioned 
today. In both cases customs duties 
are remitted for one year, dating from 
Feb. 7th, 1918. Action was taken un- 
der the War Measures’ Act . 

Textually the orders-in-council read: 

“During the period of one year from 
the 7th day of February, 1918, remis- 
sion and refund of duty is hereby 
authorized in respect to meat. 
cattle when imported by bona _ resi- 
dents of Canada under regulations by 
the minister of customs. 

“During the period of one year from 
the seventh day of February, 1918, 
remission and refund of duty is here- 
by authorized in respect of traction 
engines costing not more than $1,400 
in the country of production, designed 
to be moved by steam or other motive 
power for farm purposes, and parts 
thereof for repair; and traction attach- 
ments designed and imported to be 
combined with automobiles in Canada 
for use as traction engines for farm 
purposes and‘parts thereof for repair.”

AIRCRAFT CARRIES OUT EFF&CT- 
IVE RAID ON THE AUSTRIAN 
LINES. 


Rome, Feb. 8.—There was consider- 
able artillery fire along the Italian 
mountain front, between the Brenta 
and Piave yesterday, although un- 
favorable weather affected the opera- 
tions of both the artillery and the in- 
fantry, the war office announced today. 
Italian aircraft carried out an effective 
raid on the rear of the Austrian lines, 
dropping a ton of bombs. The text 
of the announcement reads. 

“Artillery and infantry actions were 
considerably interfered with by the 
anfavorable weather. Between the 
Brenta and the Piave our small cali- 
bre guns made effective concentra- 
tions of fire against the enemy lines, 
and some lively encounters occurred 
at advanced posts in the area north of 
Monte Grappa and the Alana basin. 

“On Wednesday one of our airships 
after a difficult trip, reached the hos- 
tile aviation ground at Motta di Liven- 
za, dropping & ton of ex,’osives with 
very good results, and returned safe- 
ly.”

PRESS COMMENT 
ON THE HARMER 
APPOINTMENT 


NEWSPAPERS OF THE PROVINCE 
IN A CRITICAL VEIN. 


Lethbridge, Alta., Feb. 6—The Leth- 
bridge Herald comments as follows on 
the appointment of W. J. Harmer to 
the Senate: 

“Mr. Harmer’s career in the Senate 
will be most closely watched. His 
appointment means the test of a new 
-type, a civil servant of good executive 
ability, comparatively unknown to the 
general public. His choice was made 
by Mr. Sifton, whose intimate friend 
and associate he has been. It if 
should prove to be an unwise appoint- 
ment, Mr. Sifton must bear the re- 
sponsibility entirely. Mr. Sifton knows 
Mr. Harmer better than anybody else 
and in choosing him for one of the 
vacancies he surely must have thought 
he was fitted for the senate. One thing 
is sure, Mr. Harmer & as well, if not 
better, qualified for the senate than 
many men now abiding there. We 
admit also that he has ability, energy 
and resourcefulness, and the applica- 
tion of these qualities to service in 
the senate would do much to make it 
more useful to the country.” 


CAUSES SURPRISE. 


Edmonton, Alta., Feb. 6.—The Ed- 
monton Journal, commenting on the 
two senatorial appointments for Al- 
berta, today, says: “The appointment 
of Edward Michener to the senate will 
be widely approved. As leader of the 
provincial opposition he has’_ given 
seven years of faithful service to 
Alberta, and his experience in that 
post qualifies him for the duties he is 
now to assume at Ottawa. It is ob- 
vious that by drawing upon those who 
have had ample opportunity of study- 
ing public problems in their own parts 
of the Dominion, the senate is most 
likely to have its usefulness enhanced 
and Mr. Michener’s selection is a 
natural and wise one. It is not easy 
to understand the second choice which 
has been made, and it is bound to give 
rise to surprise and criticism. Mr. 
Harmer is in no sense a representa- 
tive Albertan.” 


A POOR CHOICE. 


Calgary Herald.—The appointment 
of W. J. Harmer to the senate comes 
as an unpleasant surprise to the peo- 
ple of Alberta. Especially to the 
thousands of strong party men on 
both sides of politics who worked for 
union and hoped for the elevation of 
Canadian politics through union, the 
action of the government is a cause 
for disappointment and dismay. If it 
be true that the new government has 
got no further away from cheap politi- 
cal tactics than this incident shows, 
‘we may well begin to worry about the 
future. 

Mr. Harmer'has performed no pub- 
lic action, nor has he attained any 
public or personal distinction that 
would justify his appointment to so 
honorable a body as the senate of 
Canada. His record is that of a civil 
servant of very ordinary ability, whose 
chief and almost only function has 
been to act as a political manager 
for Hon. A. L. Sifton. His political 
reputation has not been such as to 
command public confidence or respect, 
nor has he ever placed himself befom 
the public in a light which would 
cause him to be singled out for public 
honor or preferment. 

There are a number of good Liber 
als in Alberta whose appointment to 
the senate would have been welcomed 
by Liberals and Conservatives alike; 
but one hopeful sign of political union 
today is the unanimity with which 
Liberals and Conservatives join in 
condemning the Harmer appointment. 
It seems to mean that Hon. A.L Sifton 
proposes to erecf about him in Ottawa 
@ political machine such as distin- 
guished him in Alberta, and that he 
has paid his political debts to Mr. 
Harmer and assured himself of Mr. 
Harmer’s services in future without 
the slightest rogard for the interests 
of the public or the dignity of the sen- 
ate. It needed so callous a politician 
as A. L. Sifton to make this appoint- 
ment. It needed so innocent a proam- 
ier as Sir Robert Borden to consent to 
it. 

The Herald had hoped that when 
Hon. A. L. Sifton stepped from the 
provincial arena of partizan politics 
and accepted office in the non-party 
Unionist government of the Dominion 
he would have seen and seized the op- 
portunity offering for free and untram- 
melled service in the public interest. 
Mr. Sifton’s Liberal friends also ex- 
pected much from him in this direc- 
tion. It seems we are all to be dis- 
appointed. 


A STRANGE APPOINTMENT 


Calgary Albertan.—It has been sug- 
gested to The Albertan that A. L. 
Sifton, always a democrat, is bent on 
the destruction of the senate by mak- 
ing it weak and ridiculous. Hence 
the appointment to that body of Bill 
Harmer. 

In no other way can this unexpected 
appointment, which fell upon an un- 
suspecting public yesterday, be justi- 
fied.

PRESIDENT CARRANZA SENDS A

London, Feb. 5.—Reuter’s learns 
that according to a telegram from 
Copenhagen, President Carranza of 
Mexico, sent a telegram to the German 
emperor on the latter’s birthday, read- 
ing as follows: 

“To your majesty, who celebrates 
his anniversary today with just cause 
for rejoicing. I have the honor to 
send your majesty my most cordial 
congratulations and am pleased to ex- 
press to you my best wishes for your 
personal happiness and that of your 
august family, as well as for the pros- 
perity of this great friendly nation.” 


CANADA TO ASSIST. 


New York, Feb. 6.—A Mexican news- 
paper, El Democrata, a copy of whieh 
was received here today, publishes a 
dispatch gravely informing its readers 
that the United States government is 
planning an armed invasion of Mexico 
with Canada and Cuba operating joint- 
ly with the United States. : 

The object of the purported occu- 
pation, according to the paper, is to 
secure the defense of the Gulf of Mex- 
ico against the threatened German 
submarine invasion. 

The Mexican port of Vera Cruz and 
Tampico would be taken, the story 
says, and Cuba is threatened with 
starvation unless it accedes’ to tre 
plan. 

El Democrata, published in Mexi:o 
City, places its story under a seven 
column headline and accompanies it 
with a picture of President Carranza, 
declaring, “He will be able to show 
everybody the highest kind of patriot- 
ism and defend the national dignity 
in danger of »?ing outraged.” 
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NATURAL RESOURCES 
MAY BE TRANSFERRED 
THIS COMING WEEK 


CONFERENCE OF PROVINCIAL 
PREMIERS AND FEDERAL G®V-

CONTROL.

Winnipeg, Feb. 6—A _ special dix 
patch to the Free Press from the Ut- 
tawa correspondent says: 

“The conference of Provincial prem- 
iers and ministers with the federal 
governmem here nxt week will, it is 
expected, result in a scheme of land 
settlement involving the handing over 
to the prairfe provinces hy the Domiri- 
jon of the ownership and control of 
their natural resources. 

Any agreement reached at the con- 
ference here next: week will involve 
also, as far as practicable, agreement 
on a general plan of land settlement 
for the after the war period of de- 
mobilization and big immigration. 
Co-ordination of plans by the federal 
and provincial authorities with co- 
operative effort to direct men ¢o the 
places for which they are best suited, 
with possibly some form of community 
settlement are sought. The confer- 
ence will also deal with the question 
of provincial subsidies. The turning 
over of the lands to the prairie pro- 
vinces will necessitate a general re- 
adjustment since special grants were 
allowed to them in lieu of ownership 
and control of natural resources. 
The financial question will also have 
to be dealt with in regard to new 
forms of federal taxation to meet war 
debt requirements.

The annual meeting of the Penhold 
district U.F.A. Co-operative Associla- 
tion, Ltd., was held in‘the Oddfellows 
Hall, Penhold, on Saturday, January 
26th. In spite of a cold day there was 
a good attendance, and great interest 
was shown by all present.. 

The President, W. Rodgers, occupied 
the chair, and addressed the meeting 
on behalf of the Board of Directors. 
Though altogether apart from the 
Co-operative Association, success was 
to our credit collectively in obtaining a 
local of the United Grain Growers, Ltd., 
at this point which same local was 
thoroughly up-to-date and one of the 
best of its kind in the Company’s line 
of elevators. The attempt made at 
handling hogs through the Elevator 
Co. had resulted in the Co-operative 
Association taking over the hog ship- 
ping. The failure to purchase the 
property known as the old Methodist 
church was reviewed, and the subse- 
quent purchase of the lots onthe front 
street adjacent to the stock yards, 
siding, station, elevator and post office, 
around which posts had been set and 
a cellar dug before the ground froze, 
ready for extensive building operations 
during the winter of which final de- 
tails as to erection were not yet settled. 
He also spoke ofthe engagement of and 
arrangements for a manager for the 
Association, and in closing referred 
the meeting to the Secretury for any 
further matters he might have over- 
looked to mention. 

The Secretary merely said that he 
thought the only thing not mentioned 
by the President was the intention of 
the Association to branch out at an 
early date in other lines than farm 
commodities, stating that, although a 
farmer's organization, it was an in- 
stitution for the benefit of all in sym- 
pathy with®the move, and did not in- 
tend to discriminate against the me- 
chanic, the laborer, or the bystander. 
He closed by asking the endorsation 
by the shareholders of the different 
actions of the Board of. Directors 
throughout the year, which same was 
readily obtained. ‘ 

The financial statement showed to- 
tal cash receipts of $2713.63 with an 
expenditure of $1849.03, leaving a bal- 
ance on hand of $864.60.

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WALL STREET PAPER 
DECLARES DOOM OF 
SUBMARINE SEALED 


New York, Feb. 6.—The Wall Street 
Journal publishes today some inside 
facts on the destruction of U-boats. 

“It was not quite a year ago that 
we announced that important meas- 
ures had been maugurated by which 
the German submarines were doomed” 
it staves, ‘The report now is that the 
capture and sinking of German sub- 
marines has reached 1% a day, or 38 
per month—more German losses each 
month than there were German sub- 
marines at the outbreak of the war— 
while German construction is only at 
the rate of 23 per month. 

“A submarine cannot 
lower than 200 feet, as the water 
pressure is too great. Aeroplanes 
and seaplanes can detect them from 
above at almost this depth, and cer- 
tainly well beyond 100 feet. The 
aeronauts and the birds see the bot- 
tom of every lake over which they 
fly. By reason of the water pressure 
the ocean depths are without life, and 
their bottom is volcanic ash and me- 
teorites. The submarine must keep 
within the domain of fish on shoals 
and shores, and like the fish their air 
bladder bursts under pressure or con- 
cussion. 

“When the United States and her 
Allies have a sufficient number of 
aeroplanes and seaplanes they can 
clear the ocean of every submarine 
just as effectively as the British navy 
swept the German raiders from the 
sea and sweeps up the mines that 
Germany sets afloat. 


FRANCE STILL MUGH 
IN THE WAR GAME 


ASSURANCE THAT FRANCE 
NOT BLED WHITE 18 GIVEN 
BY EDITOR.

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Boston, Mass., Feb. 8th.—Assurance 
that France was not “bled white’ was 
given a large gathering at the City 
Club last night by Stephane Lazanne, 
editor of Le Matin of Paris. 

France, he said, now had 2,700,000 
men in the field, as against 1,500,000 in 
1914, and she was thaking 300,000 
shells a day as against 1,000 when the 
war began. 

Since the beginning of’ the war, he 
stated, the French parliament has 
voted war credits of more than 
$20,000,000,000 all but two of which 
have been subscribed by the French 
people. France, he said, had been 
able to loan more than $1,000,000,000 
to her allies, and give them 25,000 
guns.

However 
Dean Howes was fortunate enough to 
secure the livestock he desired, largely 
because it was to come to an agricult- 
ural college. The Shorthorns pur- 
chased are among the best in Canada 
today. While in the East, Dean Howes 
also attended the Labor conference at 
Ottawa, which was called by Mr. 
Crerar, Dominion Minister of Agricult- 
ure. 


Mr. Allen B. Albert, formerly editor 
of the Minneapolis Tribune and now 
of Chicago, who is to be in Edmonton 
for the convention of Rotary Clubs, 
will speak at the Sunday- morning 
service in Convocation Hall at the 
University. Mr. Albert is an author- 
ity on social and municipal problems, 
his great work being in connection 
with the town planning movement in 
the United States. At present he is 
in the service of the U.S. government 
being on the Advisory Council of Nat- 
fonal defence, and in order to come 
to the convention in Edmonton, it was 
necessary for him to secure a_ ten 
days’ leave from the government. Mr. 
Albert is a former president of the 
International Rotary Clubs, and is con- 
sidered by those who have heard him 
speak as one of the most brilliant 
speakers in the U.S. He will be the 
only Rotarian to addrss the Sunday 
services during the convention.

His sale last week real- 
ised $3,800, and he still has a farm 
with good buildings. Add to this that 
Sam was hailed out last year and so 
lost all that year’s work. We think 
the record is pretty good, but Sam 
loesn’t. He is off to Kansas, where 
1e thinks he can get rich quicker. 

Morris Holman is a proud man these 
lays. Mrs. Morris presented him with 
a son and heir on Sunday morning. 

The food controller has fixed the 
priee at which the flour millers are to 
sell their by-products. Why doesn’t 
he do the same by the packers. Tank- 
age is the lost waste of the slaughter 
house. It is what can’t be used In 
bologna and practically costs the pack- 
er nothing over the price of preparing 
for market. Yet since the profit on 
bacon has been fixed the price of 
tankage has soared to $85 a ton. This 
is a serious item to the farmer who 
uses it in hog feeding. 

I have heard a lot of people say 
lately how they would like to be 
farmers these days, with hogs at 
17 cents a lb. I guess they never 
thought much about what it cost to 
make that 17 cent pork. We farmers 
were making more money out of jugs 
four years ago at 8% cents a lb. than 
we are now at 17. Four years ago I 
could buy oats here at 20-25 cents a 
bushel and barley for 30-35 cents, 
tankage cost then $25.00 a ton. Now 
I am lucky if I get oats at 75 cents, 
and barley at $1.10 a .bushel, tankage 
now costs $85.00 a ton. Four years 
ago I could go into the Bentley store 
and buy a 20 Ib. sack of sugar for $1.20 
now I pay $2.25. I got first grade 
flour at $2.50 a hundred, now I pay 
$6.10. So on and so forth through an 
endless list. The price of hogs has 
doubled, the cost of production has 
more than trebled, which leaves a 
smaller margin of profit, yet what we 
have to buy has doubled or better in 
price. Nevertheless notwithstanding, I 
would rather feed hogs than sell my 
grain unfed off the farm. So far I have 
been able to make a little better than 
market price on the grain, and the 
farm is richer by a couple of loads of 
manure a week. 

Instead of speaking of the Russian 
revolution, Russian merry-go-round 
would be nearer the mark. 

Bentley seems to be a bad location 
for a fat man these days. Jack Dam- 
ron is kept so busy running after 
farmers with hogs to sell that he is 
worn almost to a shadow. Now Bert. 
Williams has bought the weigh scale 
and he doesn’t even have time to play 
a game of pinocle with the kid. He is 
kept busy trotting back and _ forth 
across the street, soon his rotundity 
will be a thing of the past. 

We are sorry to report that Mrs.

US.Troopships Torpedoed 


ARE 


TRANSPORT TUSCANIA, 


Washington, Feb. 6—The British 
steamer Tuscania with 2,179 United 
States soldiers aboard has been torpe- 
doed and sunk in the war zone. No 
estimate of the loss of life is available 
but 1,912 survivors have been landed 
at Buncrana and Larne, Ireland. The 
disaster was officially announced by 
the war department which had re- 
ceived only meagre advices without 
names of survivors or victims. 


UNDER BRITISH CONVOY. 


lt was announced that the Tuscania 
was manned by British sailors, with a 
British naval guard, and was convoyed 
by British warships. 

News of the first great disaster in 
the war to America’s armed forces 
came in a brief dispatch to the war 
department. It did not mention the 
possibility of further survivors,- but 
hope was built here on the fact that 
all those rescued were landed at two 
widely separated Irish ports and in- 
dications that relief vessels were at 
hand quickly. : 

THE OFFICIAL STATEMENT. , 


The department issued this state- 
ment: 

“The war department has been offi- 
cially advised that the steamship Tus- 
cania was torpedoed and sunk and 
that survivors numbering 1,912 as far 
as can be ascertained, were landed at 
Buncrana and Larne, in Ireland. There 
was a total of 2,179 United States 
troops on this vessel. No names of 
persons lost has been reported to the 
war department and’no names of sur- 
vivors were reported. Additional par- 
ticulars are promised as soon as re- 
ceived.” 

The war department announced that 
because of the fact that there was no 
distinctive unit, it would be impossible 
to say definitely who was on the 
steamer until complete reports had 
been received from the other side. 

The soldiers aboard the Tuscania be- 
longed to no distinctive military units 
from any state and were largely amull 
detachments from all parts of the 
country, being forwarded to join the 
forces in France. 


New York, Feb. %7—The Cunard 
liner Aurania, 13,400 tons, was torpe- 
doed within the last 48 hours while 
bound for the United States, it was 
learned by officials of the Cunard line 
today. ° 

Although badly damaged by the ex- 
plosion the ship was not sunk, and fs 
believed to be making her way back 
to port with the assistance of govern- 
ment vessls, it was said. The ship 
carried very little cargo. 

The Aurania is a sister ship of the 
Cunard liner Andania, sunk’by a sub- 
marine last month. The ship was 
530 feet long, 65 feet beam, and had 
accommodation for 550 passengers in 
the cabin and 2,000 steerage. .She was 
built at Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

There were 43 or 14 passengers 
aboard the Aurania when she was 
struck, it was stated at the office of 
the Cunard line. No additional par- 
ticulars were as yet available, it was 
added. 

GETTING BETTER. 

London, Feb. 7.—The loss of life on 
the Tuscania is now estimated at only 
101. This total is given in a dispatch 
from the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press in Ireland, and subse- 
quently was confirmed by the Ameri- 
can Embassy. 

At one point there are 550 survivors 
eight of whom are in a hospital. At 
another point there are 1,350 surviv- 
ors, eighty of them in hospitals. 

A number of survivors, including the 
second officer of the Tuscania, were 
landed at a Scottish port. 

The majority of the missing were 
members of the crew. 

The admiralty announced late this 
afternoon that ten more survivors 
had reached a Scottish port. 


FLOATED TWO HOURS: 


The Tuscania was torpedoed on 
Tuesday night. She remained afloat 
for two hours after being torpedoed. 
The condition of some of the surviv- 
ors was pitiable. Many had cast aside 
all their clothes and had been swim- 
ming about for two hours before being 
rescued. Three men had died from 
exposure in one boat. 

Women volunteer nurses at Larne 
attnded the slightly injured men. 
Wards were improvised in_ hotels. 
Thirty seriously injured men _ were 
dispatched to local hospitals, where 
they are receiving careful treatment. 

The resources of Larne were taxed 
the utmost to provide food and cloth- 
ing for the survivors. 

One of the men who swam about 
for two hours before he was rescued 
jokingly said he had had enough swim- 
ming to satisfy him for the rest of his 
life.

The Tuscania was one of a convoy 
of troops and provision ships which 
after a ‘long passage across the At- 
lantic, was entering what until re- 
cently were considered comparatively 
safe waters. The ships were within 
sight of land, which was just dis- 
tinguishable in the dusk of evening. 
when a torpedo hit the Tuscania 
amidships. This was at about 7 
o’clock. The steamer took a heavy 
list, which made proper lowering of 
the boats impracticable. Some men 
jumped into the sea. Others were 
thrown into the water when the boats 
were lowered. The survivors are re- 
ceiving every attention.
